Anuall Artiſts doe by acertaine rule 
7 trie and examinetheir worke, whe- 
therir berighrt or wrong z even {o 
m Religion, wee tric and examine 
our moral actions by the Law of 
Go » a$an infallible rule. Ifthey erre from this 
rule, they are roulai, tranſgreſhons,evill workes: 
if they accord with the rule, and are conforma- 
ble to the morall Law, they are ſo farre forth to 
be judged good workes. Now ina good worke, 
two things are remarkeable ; firſt,as it is a workez 
ſecondly, as itis good; for as it is a work, it is 
from nature;as iris good,itis fromgrace:andas 
tis a good warke, both from nature and grace 
and all from God, who is the anely author of 
nature, and doner of grace. 

God doth not onely giue us our being, and 
preſerue us in it, bur ſupports and ſuſtaineth us 
by his concurrence in all our ations. For he as 
univerſaltand ſupreme agent, hath his influence 
znto all the ations and operations of inferiour a- 
gents, ſo that in him we both liueand moue and 
haue*our being, and without him wee neither 
mooue nor worke, wee can doe nothing, yet tn 
that by his concurrence wee immediatly doe this 
or

or that worke, it is ſaid to be from us ; bur if it 
betruely good, the goodnefle of itis immediarly 
from Gods grace working it us, both to willit, 
and ro doe it of his good pleaſure. 

We muſt alwayes lay this for a ground, that 
good workes maſt flow from the founcaine of 
faich, without which it is impoſſible to pleaſe
